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PREFACE. 


The  present  work,  though  essentially  complete  in  itself,  will,  it  is 
Parts  i and  2.  0 J 1 ’ 

hoped,  eventually  form  the  first  of  two  parts.  The  second  part,  if  ever 

completed,  is  intended  to  form  a continuation  of  the  first,  and  to  contain  a similar  list 

of  the  books  in  the  British  Museum  printed  in  the  years  1501  to  1520.  In  such  a list 

it  will  be  advisable,  owing  to  the  absence  of  general  bibliographies  for  that  period,  to 

include  in  the  majority  of  cases  a transcript  in  some  form  of  the  titlepage  ; on  the 

other  hand,  it  will  be  neither  necessary  nor  possible  to  devote  such  close  attention  to 

the  types  used  as  in  the  earlier  portion. 


This  first  part  consists  of  an  indication  in  the  briefest  possible  form 
of  the  books  printed  in  the  fifteenth  century  which  were  in  the  library 
of  the  British  Museum  on  1st  July,  1897,  together  with  additions  showing  such  books 
as  are  also  or  only  in  the  Bodleian  Library  at  Oxford.  It  includes  an  attempt  at  a 
complete  chronological  list  of  the  fifteenth  century  presses,  and  a list  of  types.  It  is 
not  to  be  supposed  that  every  early  printed  book  in  both  libraries  has  been  inserted  ; 
especially  in  the  British  Museum,  where  the  incunabula  are  scattered  throughout  the 
library,  such  a result  is  extremely  improbable  ; but  I hope  that  the  work  will  be 
found  to  be  reasonably  complete. 


The  motives  which  induced  me  to  adopt  the  index  form  were 
Form  adopted.  majn]y,  three . a desire)  firstly,  to  abstain  from  encroaching  on  the 

ground  likely  to  be  covered  by  an  official  catalogue,  the  preparation  of  which  has,  I 
believe,  been  now  and  again  contemplated  ; secondly,  to  include  the  whole  in  a single 
easily-handled  volume,  impossible  in  dealing  with  libraries  of  such  size  unless  the 
space  allowed  to  each  book  be  extremely  limited  ; the  belief,  in  the  third  place,  that 
a clearer  view  of  a printer’s  work  is  obtainable  if  the  eye  is  free  to  run  straight  down 
a page  unencumbered  by  lengthy  collations.  Within  the  narrow  limits  I have 
endeavoured  to  give  as  much  information  as  possible,  and  I believe  that  the 
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identification  of  an  edition  not  mentioned  by  Hain  will,  owing  to  the  enumeration  of 
the  types,  of  which  I shall  speak  later,  be  difficult  or  impossible  in  only  a compara- 
tively small  number  of  cases. 

As  the  chief  object  of  a list  of  this  kind  is  to  illustrate  the  early 
Arrangement,  j, iStory  of  printing,  the  arrangement  adopted  is  not  that  by  authors’ 
names  (like  that  of  Hain),  but  chronological,  similar  to  that  of  Panzer,  with 
modifications.  It  is  that  sanctioned  by  the  highest  modern  authorities  in  this  branch 
of  bibliography,  J.  W.  Holtrop  and  Henry  Bradshaw.  It  may  be  called  the  historical 
method,  as  it  aims  at  following  as  closely  as  is  possible  consistently  with  clearness  the 
development  of  printing  in  the  various  countries  and  towns  in  which  it  was  practised 
in  the  fifteenth  century.  No  other  arrangement  suitable  for  use  on  a large  scale 
shows  in  the  same  way  the  interrelation  of  different  presses,  and  the  transference  of 
types  from  one  printer  to  another.  Panzer’s  method  of  grouping  the  books  by  years 
rather  than  by  printers  has  many  merits,  but  obscures  the  work  of  the  individual 
printers,  and  is  unsuitable  to  a work  in  which  the  chief  stress  is  laid  on  this  point,  and 
on  the  types  which  the  printers  used. 


Block  books. 


The  broad  distinction  between  books  printed  from  wooden  blocks 
and  those  printed  with  movable  metal  types  forms  the  basis  for  the 
main  division  ; the  block  books,  however,  which  naturally  precede  the  others,  form 
but  a very  small  proportion  of  the  whole.  They  are  so  few  that  the  order  in  which 
they  are  arranged  is  of  small  moment ; a synopsis  of  that  adopted  will  be  found 
prefixt  to  the  section  containing  them. 


Printed  books. 


The  body  of  the  work  consists  of  the  second  division,  containing 
the  books  printed  from  movable  types.  These  are  arranged,  mainly  in 
chronological  order,  under  the  printers  of  them  ; the  printers  are  arranged  in  their 
order  under  the  towns,  and  the  towns  under  the  countries  ; the  precedence  assigned 
to  countries,  towns,  and  printers  is  the  same  in  principle,  and  is  determined  by  the 
terminus  a quo  in  point  of  date,  in  each  case. 


Countries. 


The  countries,  of  which  a list  is  prefixt  to  the  text,  are  placed  in 
the  order  in  which  printing  was,  as  far  as  is  at  present  known, 
introduced  into  each.  The  date  chosen  in  all  cases,  whether  for  countries,  towns,  or 
printers,  is  the  earliest  ascertainable  for  an  extant  book  ; no  account  being  taken  of 
presses  which  are  known  to  have  been  active  in  a particular  place  at  an  earlier  period 
than  that  to  which  any  existing  production  of  that  place  can  be  assigned.  An 
instance  of  this  in  the  case  of  towns  is  Genova  ; although  a press  is  known  to  have 
been  at  work  there  in  1471,  no  book  produced  by  it  is  now  known  ; and  the  earliest 
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existing  book  from  a Genova  press  is  dated  1474.  The  latter  date  is  accordingly  the 
one  adopted  for  the  arrangement.  A similar  but  not  quite  parallel  example  in  the 
case  of  a country  is  afforded  by  Holland,  where,  though  there  can  be  little  doubt  that 
the  introduction  of  printing  is  far  earlier  than  147 1-3,  yet  this  date  has  to  be  taken  in 
determining  the  position  of  the  country  in  the  list,  as  there  is  no  earlier  date 
connected  with  any  production  of  the  Dutch  presses.  See  Bradshaw,  Collected 
Papers , p.  262.  The  names  of  countries  are  in  all  cases  given  in  their  English  form, 
and  the  present  political  divisions  and  boundaries  are  followed,  in  preference  to  an 
attempted  reconstruction  of  Europe  in  the  fifteenth  century,  which  would  lead,  if 
carried  out  to  its  full  extent,  to  endless  confusion  and  difficulty  without  any  adequate 
advantage,  and  if  only  partially  adopted  (e.g.  if  Krakau  were  assigned  to  Poland,  or 
Basel  to  Germany)  would  be  both  useless  and  misleading.  The  argument  from 
convenience  is  here  the  convincing  one,  and  is  not  weakened  by  the  fact  that 
influence  oversteps  the  limits  of  countries  in  some  cases  (e.g.  Basel  is  thoroughly 
German,  Geneve  is  closely  attached  to  Savoie  (Chambery),  Trient  to  the  Italian 
school),  as  there  are  more  numerous  instances  in  which  this  influence  extends  to 
places  far  beyond  the  historical  limits  of  countries  ; e.g.  the  Belgian  and  Koln  schools 
in  England,  French  influence  at  Torino  and  London,  German  influence  in  France 
(e.g.  Vienne,  Dijon,  Macon,  Lyon)  and  Italy.  I am  not  speaking  here  of  the 
ordinary  usage,  where  a foreign  printer  adapted  himself  to  the  style  of  the  country 
of  his  adoption,  but  of  the  rarer  cases  where  he  took  his  methods,  type,  etc., 
with  him. 


The  date  at  which  printing  was  introduced  into  a country  is 
naturally  that  at  which  it  was  first  practised  at  a particular  town  in  that 
country.  Hence  under  the  countries  are  placed  the  towns,  arranged  on  the  same 
principle.  When  the  introduction  of  printing  into  two  or  more  towns  falls  in  the 
same  year  the  method  of  dating  follows  the  rules  adopted  for  the  entries  of  single 
books,  which  are  given  in  detail  below.  The  names  of  towns  are  always  given  in  the 
form  used  by  the  natives  of  the  country  to  which  they  belong ; thus  I write  Koln, 
not  the  French  Cologne,  or  the  obsolete  English  Colen.  In  Austria,  where  many 
languages  prevail,  the  German  form  of  places  in  non-German  districts  is  adopted  ; 
thus  Trient  (not  Trento),  Krakau.  Slavonic  and  other  East  European  names  (with 
the  exception  of  Montenegro)  fortunately  do  not  require  to  be  considered  at  this 
period. 

A chronological  list  of  towns,  with  their  dates,  showing  the  order  adopted  in  the 
work,  is  placed  at  the  head  of  each  country.  In  the  same  way  a list  of  all  the  presses 
(not  only  those  represented  in  the  two  libraries)  in  each  town  is  placed  under  the 
name  of  the  town  before  the  entries  of  the  books  printed  there. 
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The  presses  are  arranged  on  the  same  principle  as  the  countries 
and  towns,  and  as  the  date  of  the  first  press  in  the  first  town  determines 
the  position  of  a country,  so  the  first  press  in  each  town  determines  the  position  of 
the  town.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  while  the  lists  of  towns  are  relatively 
speaking  complete,  many  presses  will  be  added  to  those  I have  given  ; this  is 
especially  the  case  with  the  anonymous  presses,  as  I have  of  course  been  able  to  give 
these  only  so  far  as  they  are  represented  by  the  actual  books  which  1 have  examined, 
while  many  of  the  presses  to  which  names  are  attached  are  only  known  to  me  from 
descriptions  given  by  Hain  or  elsewhere.  These  lists  of  presses  are  moreover 
exceptionally  exposed  to  what  may  be  termed  personal  variation  ; by  which  I mean 
that  the  difference  between  such  lists  drawn  up  by  different  persons  will  be  relatively 
greater  than  usual,  owing  not  merely  to  divergence  of  views  as  to  the  dating,  the 
beginning  of  the  year,  and  so  on,  but  also,  and  far  more,  to  the  necessity  and 
importance  of  individual  judgment  concerning  doubtful  and  apocryphal  books  and 
presses,  respecting  which  no  two  persons  are,  in  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge, 
likely  to  agree.  I have  endeavoured  to  weigh  the  evidence  fairly  in  each  case,  but 
there  can  be  little  doubt  that  many  fellow- workers  will  think  that  I have  often  been 
over-hasty  in  rejecting,  on  what  seems  to  them  insufficient  proof,  especially  where 
rejection  provides  an  outlet  from  enigmas  otherwise  apparently  insoluble.  As  an 
instance  of  this,  I may  point  to  my  elimination  of  the  supposed  second  Torino  press 
(1497)  of  Suigus  and  N.  de  Benedictis. 

One  of  the  most  important  points  to  be  noticed  in  connection  with  the  presses  is 
that  mere  publishers  are  as  far  as  possible  eliminated.  Books  printed  for  publishers 
without  the  printer’s  name  are,  except  where  it  is  doubtful  how  far  the  person  whose 
name  appears  in  the  colophon  was  a publisher  or  a printer  (e.g.  Benedictus  Hectoris, 
Octavianus  Scotus  1480-1484,  Michel  Le  Noir  and  other  Parisian  workers,  Andreas 
Torresanus  in  his  later  years),  treated  as  anonymous,  and  follow  the  rules  for  such 
books  mentioned  below.  At  Paris  alone,  owing  to  the  difficulties  connected  with  the 
publisher  Verard,  books  printed  for  publishers  which  cannot  definitely  be  assigned 
to  a printer  are  placed  in  a section  apart,  after  the  presses  and  before  the  anonymous 
books. 

The  names  of  the  printers  are  given,  each  only  in  one  spelling,  but  not  according 
to  any  one  principle  or  with  any  great  regard  to  consistency  in  the  use  of  the  Latin 
or  vernacular  form  ; this  applies  chiefly  to  the  Italian  printers,  the  preference  of 
Latin  to  Italian  being  as  a rule  due  to  a doubt  on  my  part  of  the  exact  form  of  the 
name  in  the  vernacular,  especially  with  respect  to  place  or  personal  names.  I have 
however  tried  to  mark  as  far  as  possible  the  foreign  printers,  more  particularly  the 
German  or  Dutch  printers  in  Italy  and  France,  by  giving  their  names  in  their  own 
vernacular  (e.g.  Johann  of  Speier,  Hendrik  of  Haarlem)  ; and  I have  always,  in  cases 
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where  it  is  more  or  less  certain  that  the  surname  used  by  a printer  is  a place  name, 
treated  it  as  such  by  translation  (e.g.  Matthias  of  Olmtitz,  not  Matthias  Moravus)  ; 
doubtful  cases  are  left  in  the  Latin  form  ; e.g.  Antonius  de  Carcano  or  Carcanus, 
Ayolfus  de  Cantono  Mediolanensis.  Many  of  these  names  are  very  perplexing  ; 
e.g.  ‘ Andreas  Calabrensis  (de  Calabriis)  seu  Papiensis,’  whose  mark  has  the  initials 
A.  N.  D.  M. 

Considerable  difficulty  is  caused  by  the  constant  fluctuation  of  printing  firms  ; 
but  it  is  almost  confined  to  the  Italian  presses.  As  long  as  it  is  merely  a question 
of  original  partners  leaving  the  firm,  as  in  the  case  of  Ratdolt,  Maler,  and  Loslein,  all 
is  clear ; it  is  when  several  printers  are  continually  forming  fresh  associations  that 
the  continuity  or  divisions  of  the  presses  become  so  perplexing.  This  is  most  of  all 
the  case  at  Venezia  in  the  years  1480-1485,  when  Jenson’s  death  seems  to  have 
caused  a ferment  in  the  whole  trade.  The  general  principle  I have  followed  is  to 
avoid  multiplying  presses  as  far  as  possible  ; with  that  object  in  view,  I have  not 
hesitated  to  make  a printer  who  at  first  held  a subordinate  position,  but  afterwards 
became  the  head  of  a firm,  the  representative  of  the  press  from  the  beginning.  In  the 
not  infrequent  case  of  partners  who  split  and  set  up  independent  presses,  the  treatment 
depends  on  circumstances  ; in  a few  instances,  such  as  that  of  Pachel  and  Scinzenzeler, 
where  the  separation  appears  to  have  been  gradual,  and  each  partner  retained  some  of 
the  types  of  the  united  firm,  I have  assumed  a cessation  of  the  original  press,  and 
made  each  of  the  later  presses  a new  and  separate  one.  But  usually,  guided  chiefly 
by  the  way  in  which  the  types  pass  on,  I have  treated  the  partner  who  retains  posses- 
sion of  the  original  types  of  the  firm  as  the  continuator  of  the  press.  Where  a com- 
bination splits  up  and  recombines,  the  press  is  treated  as  continuous  ; if  one  partner 
secedes,  and  sets  up  for  himself,  he  founds  a new  press.  In  all  cases  of  doubt,  what 
appears  to  be  the  main  branch  has  been  taken  as  representing  the  original  press. 

The  opposite  tendency  is  exemplified  in  the  practice,  in  which  I have  followed 
Bradshaw’s  guidance,  of  showing  conspicuous  gaps  or  abrupt  breaches  of  continuity 
in  a printer’s  work  by  separating  the  periods  and  treating  them  as  different  presses. 
For  instance,  if  a printer  ceases  work  for  several  years  and  then  recommences  with  a 
fresh  set  of  types  (e.g.  Vindelin  of  Speier),  it  is  probable  that  for  some  reason  or 
other  his  press  had  been  transferred  to  another  printer,  or  sold  up,  or  at  any  rate  had 
ceased  working.  The  danger  here  is  of  course  to  assume  as  real  gaps  some  which  are 
only  apparent,  the  intermediate  books  not  having  as  yet  come  to  light,  or  being 
anonymous  or  undated  ; and  to  overlook  real  but  shorter  gaps  which  do  not  strike  the 
eye  from  the  lapse  of  time  involved.  There  are  probably  as  many  errors  in  one  as  in 
the  other  respect,  and  a very  large  number  in  both.  The  Bologna  presses  are  pro- 
bably an  instance  of  over-elaboration  in  this  way.  Change  of  place  by  a printer  is 
always  treated  as  constituting  a fresh  press  ; the  only  exception,  which  escaped  my 
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notice  till  it  was  too  late  to  be  altered,  is  that  of  Conr.  Kacheloffen’s  presses  at 
Leipzig  and  (in  1495)  at  Freiberg.  Other  apparent  exceptions  to  the  rule  are 
G.  Wolf  (Paris)  and  F.  Buonaccorsi  (Firenze),  but  the  facts  are  not  clear  in  either 
case,  and  may  be  capable  of  a different  explanation.  The  Soncino-Casalmaggiore 
press  is  also  rather  exceptional,  as  only  part  of  a book  was  printed  at  the  latter  place. 
In  many  instances  of  this  kind  great  difficulties  arise,  sometimes  by  traditional 
migrations  (e.g.  of  Suigus  and  Nic.  de  Benedictis  or  Perinus  Lathomi)  which  there  is 
reason  to  suppose  are  founded  on  error,  oftener  by  a printer’s  constant  change  of  place 
and  his  laxity  in  his  colophon.  Some  of  these  difficulties  appear  insoluble ; see  the 
notes  on  Heinrich  of  Koln,  the  worst  case  (Brescia,  press  3)  ; Hendrik  of  Haarlem 
(Bologna,  press  15),  Ioh.  Fabri  (Torino,  press  i),  Pierre  Maufer  (Venezia, 
press  51),  etc. 

In  all  these  perplexities  regarding  the  presses  there  is  almost  unlimited  room  for 
error ; as  much  in  the  grouping  as  in  the  distinction  of  presses  ; but  in  matters  of 
this  kind  mistakes  are  not  useless,  as  they  help  others  to  judge  more  correctly,  and  in 
this  way  serve  as  stepping-stones  to  a higher  plane  of  knowledge. 

Books  without  any  printer’s  name,  if  evidence  from  their  types  or 
printer’sname*  ot^er  sources  enables  them  to  be  assigned  to  a printer,  are  placed  with 
the  books  signed  by  him  ; the  grounds  for  so  attributing  them  being 
usually  shown  in  the  text  by  the  types  used.  Those  books  which  I have  been  unable 
to  assign  to  any  known  printer  are  placed  at  the  end  of  each  town,  or,  if  not  assign- 
able to  any  town,  of  each  country ; but  those  which  are  dated,  and  present  pecu- 
liarities so  marked  as  to  make  it  improbable  that  they  are  produced  by  any  one  of  the 
known  printers,  are  treated  as  separate  presses,  and  take  their  place  in  the  chrono- 
logical order.  The  exceptions  to  this  rule  are  (1)  books  which  are  dated,  but  which 
may  possibly  belong  to  a press  already  known ; (2)  dated  books  which  may  very 
possibly  not  have  been  printed  at  the  place  to  which  they  are  conjecturally  ascribed  ; 
(3)  books  printed  at  Venezia  and  Lyon ; all  anonymous  books  printed  at  these  places 
are  put  at  the  end,  in  the  former  case  on  account  of  the  enormous  bulk  and  com- 
plexity of  the  Venetian  presses  and  types,  which  makes  it  advisable  to  treat  Venezia 
as  if  it  were  a country  in  this  regard  ; in  the  latter  case  because  the  researches  of 
M.  Ron  dot  and  others  make  it  extremely  improbable  that  any  presses  existed  at 
Lyon  in  the  fifteenth  century  which  are  not  represented  in  the  list  given  by  M.  Rondot 
in  his  work  ‘ Les  graveurs  et  les  imprimeurs  k Lyon  au  15c  sihcle.’

A word  of  special  notice  is  necessary  concerning  the  lists  of  types 
Lists  of  types.  . J 1 

which  are  annexed  to  each  press  (with  the  exception  of  the  Hebrew 

presses)  in  the  present  work,  as  it  is  in  my  estimation  a matter  of  no  small  import- 
ance. I am  convinced  that  no  effort  to  rescue  the  early  history  of  the  press  from  its 
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present  chaotic  state  can  be  successful  until  something  has  been  done  in  this 
direction.  For  this  (as  it  seems  to  me)  most  necessary  work,  I have  here  attempted 
(following  haltingly  in  Henry  Bradshaw’s  footsteps)  to  lay  some  sort  of  foundation. 
As  far  as  the  books  in  the  British  Museum  go,  I trust  that  the  list  of  types  is 
tolerably  complete  ; but  only  those  who  have  attempted  a similar  task  without  a 
technical  knowledge  of  type-founding  and  type-setting  know  the  difficulties  involved  ; 
how  easy  it  is  to  miss  a type  used  only  for  a word  or  two,  perhaps  only  for  signatures 
or  initial  directors,  in  a single  volume  ; how  hard  it  is  often  to  distinguish  between 
two  types  at  first  sight  identical,  or  to  establish  the  identity  of  the  same  type  at 
different  dates  or  in  different  hands,  perhaps  modified  by  leading  or  mixture,  or  so 
worn  as  to  show  a different  face.  The  identification  of  two  distinct  types  for  want  of 
discovering  and  applying  the  one  test  which  would  clearly  establish  their  difference, 
is  a very  frequent  error.  For  distinguishing  types  one  of  the  surest  tests  is  measure- 
ment ; care  must  of  course  be  taken  to  ascertain  whether  a type  is  leaded  or  not 
before  measuring.  For  most  of  the  Roman  types,  and  many  of  the  others,  I have 
noted  the  height  of  twenty  lines  of  the  type  in  millimetres  (e.g.  20  11.  = 107  mm.). 
The  measure  is  always  made  from  the  top  of  the  short  letters  in  line  1 to  the 
bottom  of  the  short  letters  in  line  20,  no  account  being  taken  of  the  tails  of  the 
longer  letters.  Special  difficulties,  not  confined  to  Venezia,  but  most  frequent  there, 
are  : 1.  The  mixture  of  two  types  ; not  merely  the  common  transference  of  a few 
letters  of  one  type  to  another,  but  a complete  fusion  of  very  different  sizes,  so  that  it 
is  impossible  to  say  with  certainty  which  of  the  two  is  to  be  taken  as  the  original. 
This  occurs  almost  exclusively  with  large  (heading)  types.  2.  The  use  of  different 
types  for  different  parts  of  the  same  volume,  sometimes  for  the  two  halves,  sometimes 
for  the  table  and  the  text ; often  the  difference  runs  right  through  the  book  ; e.g. 
ff.  I,  3,  6,  8 of  a quire  may  be  in  one  type,  and  ff.  2,  4,  5,  7 in  another.  It  is  not 
always  easy  to  decide  whether  such  a book  is  a made-up  copy  or  not ; and  if  it  is  not, 
whether  we  are  to  assume  that  both  parts  were  set  up  by  a single  printer,  or  that  the 
printer  of  one  part  completed  an  unfinished  edition  begun  by  another  printer.  A 
third  alternative,  which  receives  support  from  the  analogous  phenomena  in  the  books 
printed  for  Verard,  is  that  these  books  were  printed  for  an  unnamed  publisher  ; but 
the  question  of  one  printer  or  many  still  remains.  It  is  of  course  possible,  that  if  two 
compositors  were  at  work  on  a book  at  the  same  time,  each  may  have  used  the  type 
in  his  own  case  without  considering  uniformity  ; and  this  is  perhaps  the  most 
probable  explanation  of  the  majority  of  these  instances. 

Both  these  difficulties,  and  most  of  the  others  connected  with  types,  are  seen  at 
their  fullest  growth  in  the  press  of  Ioh.  and  Greg,  de  Gregoriis  at  Venezia. 

In  the  numbering  of  the  types,  which  is  carried  out  according  to  the  chronological 
order  of  their  appearance,  as  far  as  my  data  go,  I have  omitted  (1)  types  only  used 
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(in  books  with  text  and  commentary)  as  guide  letters,  except  in  a few  instances  in 
Germany  ; (2)  Greek  types,  where  they  are  not  employed  for  the  body  of  a work,  but 
only  for  quotations,  etc.,  as  in  Cicero’s  Letters  ; (3)  often,  in  the  case  of  a few  letters 
used  in  diagrams  and  probably  coming  with  the  diagrams  from  a previous  owner,  as, 
for  instance,  Ratdolt’s  type  in  the  diagrams  of  Matth.  Cerdonis’  Chiromantia. 

For  the  Bodleian  books  the  types  are  incomplete,  as  at  the  time  I had  free  access 
to  the  books  there  the  scheme  was  not  fully  formed,  and  it  is  quite  impossible  to 
accomplish  anything  of  this  sort  without  ability  to  refer  to  any  book  at  any  moment, 
when  the  necessity  for  comparison  of  one  book  with  perhaps  twenty  others  may  arise 
in  dealing  with  a difficult  point  Over  and  over  again  has  it  occurred  that  one  of  the 
last  books  in  a long  series  has  raised  doubts  which  have  involved  a re-examination 
of  the  whole. 

I have  given  references  to  facsimiles  of  types  as  a rule  only  where  thoroughly 
faithful  and  trustworthy  reproductions  exist.  A bad  or  reduced  reproduction  (e.g. 
those  in  Bodemann’s  catalogue  of  the  Hannover  incunables,  in  Ongania’s  Arte  della 
Stampa,  in  Copinger’s  Incunabula  Biblica,  etc.)  is  far  more  likely  to  mislead  than  to 
be  of  service.  To  students  who  are  on  their  guard,  the  numerous  references  to  these 
books  given  by  Mile.  Pellechet  in  her  great  Catalogue  general  may  be  recommended. 
To  Ongania  I have  given  one  or  two  references  when  driven  into  a corner,  but  very 
sparingly.  Dr.  Burger’s  Monumenta  Germaniae  et  Italiae  Typographica  (parts  1-5), 
a most  valuable  work,  unfortunately  planned  on  a scale  at  once  too  large  and  too 
restricted,  but  of  unparalleled  excellence  in  execution,  has  been  my  principal  authority 
for  German,  Italian,  and  Swiss  types.  For  France  the  monumental  work  of  Thierry- 
Poux  has  been  of  the  greatest  service,  though  also  very  incomplete  as  regards  types 
of  the  second  rank. 

It  appears  to  me  that  future  workers  may  find  these  very  imperfect  and  nebulous 
lists  useful  to  them  ; they  will  be  able,  by  correcting  the  data  here  given,  by  adding 
earlier  types,  intercalating  later  ones,  or  finding  earlier  occurrences  of  types  included 
in  my  numbering  (in  all  of  which  cases  a renumbering  is  essential),  and  by  giving  a 
comparative  table  of  the  new  and  old  numbers,  to  advance  further  toward  the  desired 
goal,  when  all  the  fifteenth  century  types  will  be  as  accurately  known  and  numbered 
as  those  of  the  Netherlands  now  are,  thanks  to  the  labours  of  Holtrop  and  Brad- 
shaw. Then  numberless  enigmas,  now  insoluble,  will  become  clear  ; the  mystery  of 
the  types  used  by  the  Venetian  printers  (possibly  due  to  type  factories  independent 
of  the  printers,  whence  types  could  be  not  only  bought,  but  hired)  will  be  a mystery 
no  longer  ; it  will  be  possible  to  ascertain  how  much,  or  in  many  cases  how  little,  is 
implied  by  the  use  of  the  word  ‘impressor,’  ‘ impressit  ’ ; whether  the  brothers  de 
Gregoriis  were  really  the  printers  of  all  the  books  which  bear  their  names ; the  diffi- 
culties connected  with  the  Strassburg  presses  of  1481-1 500  may  vanish.  Numerous 
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other  instances  will  occur  to  every  student.  These  remarks  will  probably  suffice  as 
an  apology  for  this  feature  of  my  work.* 

I come  now  to  the  separate  entries.  Under  each  press  is  given  a list 
Single  entries.  . . 

01  the  books  in  the  British  Museum  and  the  Bodleian  printed  at 

that  press,  in  chronological  order  ; the  undated  books  being  either  placed  together 
at  the  end,  or  when  easily  dateable  by  their  types,  distributed  among  the  dated 
books,  usually  at  the  end  of  the  dated  books  in  the  same  types,  if  a direct  succession 
of  types  is  ascertainable.  To  go  further  than  this  would  have  demanded  a greater 
elaboration  of  detail  and  expenditure  of  labour  than  the  nature  of  the  present  work 
permitted. 

The  entries  of  the  separate  books  consist  each  of  not  more  than  ten  parts,  which 
are  the  following:  1.  Running  number.  2.  Diacritical  marks.  3.  Date,  if  any. 
4.  Short  title.  5.  Heading  under  which  the  book  is  to  be  found  in  the  British 
Museum  catalogue.  6.  Publisher,  if  any.  7.  Size.  8.  Reference  to  Plain  or 
Campbell.  9.  Types  used.  10.  Remarks. 

I will  proceed  to  explain  these  in  order.  The  first  requires  no  comment.  The 
marks  used  consist  of  an  asterisk  for  books  in  both  British  Museum  and  Bodleian,  and 
an  obelus  for  books  in  the  Bodleian  only.  Those  in  the  Museum  only  have  no 
distinguishing  mark. 

Next  comes  the  date,  in  connection  with  which  several  points  have 

Dating  * 

to  be  noted.  (1)  If  a book  is  not  dated,  but  contains  (e.g.  in  a letter 
of  the  editor)  a date  not  inconsistent  with  the  typographical  evidence,  that  date  is 
used  in  the  arrangement.  It  is  included  in  square  brackets,  and  is  preceded  by  b. 
(before),  n.b.  (not  before),  a.  (after),  or  n.a.  (not  after),  according  to  the  circumstances. 
For  example,  a speech  printed  in  Plannck’s  second  type,  if  delivered  in  1475, 
would  be  placed  among  the  undated  books  ; if  delivered  on  the  31st  of  August,  1484, 
it  would  be  placed  in  its  order  among  the  dated  books,  the  date  being  given  as 
[a.  31  Aug.  1484]. 

(2)  Books  which  have  the  date  of  the  year,  but  no  month  or  day,  are,  as  a rule, 
placed  after  those  of  the  same  year  in  which  the  fuller  information  is  given.  But 
this  rule  is  not  invariable,  if  there  is  a large  gap  in  any  one  year,  and  a number  of 
books  without  month-date  ; in  this  case  the  latter  are  generally  arranged  to  fill  the 
gap.  Again,  if  one  of  the  books  printed  in  a particular  year  is  dated  in  December, 

* I greatly  regret  that  the  first  volume  of  the  Catalogue  general  des  incunables  des  Bibliotheqtfes 
publiques  de  France  of  Mile.  Pellechet  appeared  too  late  for  me  to  make  full  use  of  it.  The  notes  of 
the  types  given  in  this  remarkably  able  and  conscientious  work  add  largely  to  the  information 
given  here. 
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the  books  without  month-date  are  usually  placed  before  it,  unless  there  is  a large 
number  of  such  books. 

(3)  The  real  difficulty  connected  with  the  date  is  the  question  of  the  beginning 
of  the  year  in  different  places.  The  want  of  accessible  information  on  this  point,  and 
the  fact  that  at  Venezia  two  different  reckonings  prevailed  at  the  same  period  (see  the 
article  on  the  usage  of  Aldus  Manutius  in  this  respect,  by  Mr.  R.  C.  Christie  in  vol.  i 
of  Bibliographica ),  have  induced  me  to  assume  Jan.  i as  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
except  in  France  and  England,  and  at  Firenze,  unless  internal  or  external  evidence 
shows  particular  dates  to  be  reckoned  otherwise.  In  Roma,  for  example,  all  the 
printers  began  the  year  on  Jan.  I,  as  is  shown  by  their  citations  of  the  Pope’s  regnal 
year ; but  when  they  printed  official  documents  of  the  Papal  court,  they  were  apt  to 
modify  their  usage  and  adopt  the  dating  used  in  the  documents.  Dates  after  Dec.  1 3 
given  in  the  Latin  fashion,  I have  invariably  assigned  to  the  outgoing,  not  the 
incoming  year;  e.g.  16  kal.  Ian.  1495  is  reckoned  as  17  Dec.  1495,  not  1494.  In 
all  cases  where  I have  been  able  to  test  dates  in  this  form,  the  result  has  confirmed 
my  assumption,  with  a single  doubtful  exception  in  the  case  of  Pierre  Maufer,  which 
I believe  due  to  an  error  in  dating;  see  the  note  to  Venezia,  press  51.  A good 
instance  is  the  edition  of  the  Fascicuhis  temporum , printed  by  Ratdolt  12  kal.  Ian. 
1481  ; the  last  page  contains  an  enumeration  of  the  noteworthy  events  of  that  year. 
See  also  the  Bologna  press  (3)  of  Andreas  Portilia,  where  the  interpretation  is  equally 
clear.  But  the  Fasciculus  tempontvi  printed  at  Louvain  by  Veldener  is  expressly 
dated  1476,  4 kal.  Ian.  secundum  stilum  romanae  curiae  ; the  date  is  therefore  in  this 
one  case  1475,  not  1476. 

The  date  is  followed  by  the  short  title,  which  is  given  in  the 
Short  title.  , . . . ...... 

briefest  intelligible  form,  usually,  in  the  case  of  official  documents  or 

books  without  definite  title,  by  a descriptive  periphrasis,  but  always,  where  possible, 

in  the  language  of  the  original,  except  for  Hebrew  books,  and  translations  of  books 

better  known  under  their  original  title  ; e.g.  the  Fasciculus  temporum  is  given,  rather 

than  Les  fleurs  des  temps  passes.  In  these  cases  the  language  is  added  in  italics  after 

the  title.  The  word  printed  in  small  capitals  indicates  the  heading  under  which  the 

book  is  entered  in  the  general  catalogue  of  the  British  Museum  ; when  this  heading  is 

a translation,  or  a word  which  does  not  enter  into  the  title  as  given  here,  it  is  placed 

at  the  end  of  the  title  in  square  brackets. 

These  square  brackets  also  include  the  publisher’s  name,  if  any  is  given  in  the 
book  ; the  treatment  of  publishers  has  been  spoken  of  above,  in  explaining  the 
arrangement  of  presses.  The  name  of  the  person  at  whose  expense  a book  was 
produced  is  not  always  given,  if  he  is  not  well  known  otherwise  as  a publisher  by 
profession. 
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Size.  The  Slze  1S  always  the  form  size,  i.e.  it  is  determined  by  the  folding 

of  the  paper,  by  the  position  of  the  watermarks  and  the  direction  of  the 
cham  lines.  Sometimes  a book  is  in  two  sizes,  folio  and  quarto,  or  quarto  and 
octavo  mixt,  the  sheets  of  different  papers  used  being  of  very  different  size.  In  a 
very  few  instances  books  are  found  which  have  every  appearance  of  being  in  quarto, 
ut  lave  the  watermark  on  the  fore  edge.  Paper  without  watermarks  is  common, 
but  now  and  then  paper  with  a watermark  on  each  half  of  a sheet  is  found.  I 
have  also  seen  paper  which  has  a trade-mark  in  the  lower  outer  corner  of  the 
unwatermarked  half  of  the  sheet. 

References.  t The  s!ze  !s  follo"'ed-  the  case  of  all  countries  except  the 
Netherlands  and  England,  by  a reference  to  Hain’s  number,  or  a 
statement  that  the  book  is  omitted  by  Hain.  In  the  numerous  instances  in  which 
identification  with  the  edition  mentioned  by  Hain  is  doubtful,  I have  been  inclined 
to  stretch  a point  in  favour  of  the  identification  ; but  in  really  questionable  entries  I 
have  shown  this  by  enclosing  Hain’s  number  in  brackets,  with  a note  of  interrogation 
added.  There  is  in  all  probability  a considerable  number  of  mistaken  identifications, 
the  edition  described  by  Hain  being  a different  one  from  that  in  the  text  ; and  some 
of  the  books  marked  as  not  in  Hain  (especially  those  sine  notd)  may  be  there, 
concealed  under  some  abstruse  heading.  Books  printed  in  Holland  and  Belgium 
have  the  reference  given,  not  to  Hain,  but  to  Campbell’s  Annales ; the  correspondence 
between  Hain  and  Campbell  is  shown  by  references  in  the  first  table  of  authors  at  the 
end.  English  books  have  no  reference,  except  those  printed  by  Caxton,  for  which 
references  to  Blades’  numbers  are  given.  I have  given  a very  few  references  to  other 
bibliographies,  whether  of  printers,  as  Knoblochtzer  and  Ratdolt,  or  authors,  as 
Savonarola.  A list  of  these  will  be  found  in  the  table  of  abbreviations. 


Remarks.  types  sufficient  has  been  already  said.  The  remarks  consist 

of : i.  A note  of  the  number  of  copies,  if  more  than  one,  preserved  in 
each  library.  2.  An  indication  of  imperfections  in  the  copies.  3.  A statement 
concerning,  books  printed  on  vellum.  4.  Very  rarely,  if  a distinction  between  two 
apparently  identical  editions  can  be  indicated  by  a single  test  word,  or  by  mentioning 
the  number  of  lines,  where  they  differ  in  the  two  editions,  this  is  given  ; but  if  any 
longer  note  would  be  necessary  for  this  purpose,  it  is  omitted.  5.  If  a conjectural 
ascription  of  an  anonymous  book  to  a particular  press  is  very  doubtful,  this  is  shown 
by  the  insertion  of  ‘ Dub.’  in  the  place  reserved  for  remarks. 

Other  information,  in  many  ways  desirable,  I have  been  compelled  to  omit.  I 
wished  very  much,  for  instance,  to  indicate  by  some  mark  those  books  which  do  not 
contain  the  printer’s  name,  and  whose  position  is  consequently  due  to  conjecture  ; 
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but  I failed  to  find  any  way  of  doing  so  at  once  short  and  clear,  and  was  reluctantly 
obliged  to  forego  my  intention.  This  information  is  however,  attainable  (i)  by  a 
reference  to  Hain,  in  cases  where  the  book  is  described  there  ; (2)  when  the  book 
is  not  in  Hain,  the  fourth  table,  in  which  conjectural  ascriptions  are  ignored,  indi- 
cates the  absence  of  the  place  of  printing  in  the  book  (n.p.,  no  place  ; n.p.d.,  no 
place  or  date).  I have  not  given  pressmarks,  except  in  the  case  of  block  books, 
partly  on  account  of  space  ; a single  pressmark  takes  up  little  room  ; but  one  for 
each  library  (and  still  more  if  there  is  more  than  one  copy  in  either  library)  is  a 
very  different  matter.  Moreover,  pressmarks  are  continually  liable  to  change,  and 
therefore  unsuitable  for  reproduction  in  a permanent  form. 

At  the  end  are  added  the  following  tables : 1.  An  index  in 

Tables  ^ ^ ^ 

..  alphabetical  order  of  places,  printers  and  publishers,  designed  to  show 

not  only  the  page  of  the  text  on  which  they  are  to  be  found,  but  also  to  include  a 
brief  conspectus  of  the  work  of  each  printer  who  worked  in  one  or  more  than  one 
place  as  head  of  a press  or  as  assistant  to  other  printers.  The  best  example  of  the 
use  of  this  conspectus  is  shown  by  the  entry  under  Bertochus,  Dionysius.  2.  An 
index  of  authors,  arranged  according  to  Hain’s  numbers,  and  in  alphabetical  order. 
This  includes  only  books  in  Hain  to  which  a reference  is  given  in  the  text ; books 
printed  in  the  Netherlands  and  in  England  will  therefore  not  be  found  here.  But  a 
reference  is  given  to  Campbell’s  number  (and  therefore  to  the  third  table)  for  all  Low 
Country  books  in  the  present  work  which  are  to  be  found  in  Hain.  3.  An  index  of 
the  authors  of  books  printed  in  the  Netherlands,  arranged  according  to  Campbell’s 
numbers,  and  in  alphabetical  order ; and  at  the  end  an  alphabetical  index  of  Low 
Country  books  included  in  the  text,  but  omitted  by  Campbell.  4.  An  alphabetical 
index,  by  authors,  of  all  books  (except  those  printed  in  the  Netherlands  or  in 
England)  which  are  omitted  by  Hain.  In  this  table  no  notice  is  taken  of  conjectural-., 
ascriptions.  If  a book  does  not  contain  any  mention  of  the  place  of  printing,  the 
letters  n.p.  (no  place)  or  n.p.d.  (no  place  or  date)  are  used.  If  the  printer’s  name  is 
given,  without  the  place  being  named,  or  if  the  device  of  a printer  or  publisher 
appears  in  the  book,  the  place  is  inserted  in  square  brackets. 

This  arrangement  may  seem  unnecessarily  complex,  especially  as  the  alpha- 
betical arrangement  follows  three  systems,  that  of  Hain,  that  of  Campbell,  and  my 
own  ; but  it  was  not  adopted  without  careful  consideration.  The  choice  had  to  be 
made  between  the  single  index  and  the  analytical  index  ; and  my  impression,  which 
may  be  wrong,  is  that  the  latter  will  be  more  useful  to  most  students  than  the 
former,  partly  because  it  serves  two  purposes  at  once,  and  also  because  the  present 
work,  being  itself  only  an  index,  is  less  suitable  for  use  alone  than  in  conjunction 
with  the  ordinary  standard  books  of  reference.  For  the  English  books,  I hoped  in 
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vain  that  Mr.  Gordon  Duffs  long-expected  final  work  on  the  English  printers  would 
appear  in  time  for  references  to  it  to  be  included  in  my  text ; the  disappointment  of 
this  expectation  accounts  for  what  may  appear  my  rather  inadequate  treatment  of 
the  English  section. 

But  the  book  is  very  unequal  throughout,  varying  not  only  with  the  com- 
parative difficulty  of  the  various  presses,  but  with  the  amount  of  attention  which 
they  have  received.  Thus  printers  or  towns,  which  previous  writers  have  treated  in 
detail,  or  which  I myself  have  more  carefully  studied,  are  in  a condition  far  more 
satisfactory  than  those  for  which  nothing  has  been  done.  Koln,  for  instance,  to 
which  Henry  Bradshaw  and  others  have  devoted  so  much  attention,  is  perhaps  the 
most  finished  of  all  ; most  of  the  Italian  towns,  on  the  other  hand,  and  especially 
Venezia,  where  the  difficulties  are  exceptionally  great,  are  extremely  deficient. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  number  of  errors  in  the  work  is  very  large  ; 
where  the  matter  is  so  compressed,  a certain  proportion  is  perhaps  inevitable  ; some 
of  the  difficulties  which  cause  others,  notably  in  relation  to  the  enumeration  of  the 
types,  I have  already  mentioned  ; for  the  rest,  I can  only  appeal  to  the  consideration 
of  those  who  know  by  experience  the  labour  required  to  attain  accuracy  in  the 
multitude  of  details  of  which  work  of  this  sort  necessarily  in  the  main  consists. 

In  conclusion,  I have  to  express  my  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  friends  who  have 
afforded  me  their  valuable  help,  especially  to  Mr.  A.  W.  Pollard  of  the  British 
Museum,  Mr.  Jenkinson,  of  the  University  Library,  Cambridge,  and  Mr.  F.  Madan,  of 
the  Bodleian  Library.

In  the  Cursus  beatae 
uirginis  (no  date),  he  uses  a device  copied  from  that  used  (at  Kirchheim  ?)  by  Marcus, 
the  eagle  of  S.  John  being  substituted  for  the  lion  of  S.  Mark,  and  the  initials  I.  G.  for 
M.  R.  This  device,  like  no.  2,  has  the  letters  e f d w,  apparently  part  of  the  house  mark. 

The  extreme  complexity  of  Johann  Reinhard ’s  types  and  relations  to  other  printers  renders 
attributions  to  him  more  than  usually  doubtful  ; but  most,  if  not  all,  the  books  are  linked 
together  or  connected  with  him  in  some  way.]

[Type  1,  small  gothic,  almost  identical  with  Bologna,  press  7,  type  2,  Venezia,  pres3 
26,  type  3,  Firenze,  press  19,  type  1,  or  Lyon,  press  14,  type  1,  but  it  is  distinguished 
from  all  by  the  I,  and  from  all  except  the  Venezia  type  by  the  open  Q.  This  type  is 
called  by  Silber  ‘literae  uenetae.’ — Type  2,  small,  very  sharp  and  neat  roman  ; round  h; 

20  11.  = 86  mm.  The  double  hyphen  first  appears  in  July  1492,  together  with  woodcut 
initials.

[Close  relations  must  have  existed  between  Buonaccorsi  and  Miscomini  ; this  is 
shewn  not  only  by  the  identity  of  the  type,  but  from  the  fact  that  the  end  of  the  Museum 
copy  of  no.  6311  shews  an  offset  from  a cut  used  only  by  Miscomini.  In  1496  (Apr.  7)  a 
trick  of  Miscomini,  of  putting  the  first  letter  of  a paragraph  outside  the  register,  is 
copied.

[This  printer  was  the  most  migratory  of  all  printers  of  the  fifteenth  century,  and  at 
present,  unless  we  are  to  assume  that,  e.g.,  books  with  the  imprint  Modena  were  really 
printed  at  Bologna,  no  order  at  all  satisfactory  can  be  made  of  his  different  presses. 

The  hint  of  a solution  may  perhaps  be  found  in  H.  *40,  printed  by  Rugerius  at  Bologna 
for  Heinrich,  The  following  list  will  shew  in  what  some  of  the  difficulties  consist  : — 

1.  Brescia,  in  company  with  Eustace,  a Frenchman,  24  Nov.  1474 ; but  in  March  1475 
we  find  Eustace  alone  and  in  possession  of  the  press  and  type.  2.  In  May  1475  Heinrich 
started  afresh  with  new  types,  and  continued  at  Brescia  till  24  March  1477.  3.  In  Nov. 

1477  he  was  at  Bologna,  and  printed  there  continuously  up  to  22  March  1482.  Here  the 
difficulties  begin.  4.  On  4 Oct.  1482  he  printed  a book  at  Modena,  on  12  Nov.  1482  one 
at  Bologna,  on  12  Jan.  1483  another  at  Modena  (if  we  take  this  as  148J  it  makes  no 
material  difference),  and  from  30  Apr.  1483  to  1 March  1484  he  was  at  Bologna.  If 
these  facts  are  correct,  only  two  explanations  seem  possible  ; either  two  presses  were 
working  at  once,  or  the  ‘ Modena  ’ books  were  really  printed  at  Bologna  for  sale  in 
Modena.  5,  6.  On  21  July  1484  Heinrich  was  at  Siena;  here  a precisely  similar  diffi- 
culty presents  itself.  He  printed  at  Siena  till  12  Dec.  1485,  but  on  5 Jan.  or  at  any 
rate  on  7 March  1485  books  under  his  name  appeared  at  Bologna.  Does  this  mean 
that  the  Modena  press  had  been  moved  to  Siena,  while  that  at  Bologna  continued  to 
exist?
